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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is responsive to the request for reconsideration filed 1/6/03. 
Claims 1-26 are presented for examination. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. § 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Roy 
(Pat. No. 6,289,434). 

Roy teaches the claimed "processor interface" as media processor shown in figure 
3. The claimed "cache" corresponds to the instruction cache. The claimed "disposable" 
or "non-disposable" information is discussed at col. 25, lines 35-42. If information is 
made non-disposable it will not be overwritten. Otherwise, if disposable it will be 
overwritten. 

In the Remarks, applicant argues "Roy does not disclose a processor interface 
unit." In response, interface circuitry is included in the media processor (see fig. 3) for 
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receiving/sending 96 bits and 64 bits of data, address and control information. 
Alternately, the interface circuitry could reside in the data ram and instruction cache. 
Applicant argues further that Roy does not teach disposable information (i.e. information 
that is meant to be read by a system component only once). The examiner contends that 
if information in the device of Roy is not "non-disposable" then it can be overwritten. 
Even a well known LRU cache replacement scheme may overwrite information that has 
been read only once. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1/6/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive.
